lege be reserved, granted, or held by any
person, firm, or corporation after the
sale or transfer of any such lot or lots,
except the same be obtained in such
manner as would be necessary had no
such reservation or conveyance been

made, and all streets and alleys so laid

off shall vest in the city or counly by
fee in same, This act shall be in force
from its passage.

THE LEESTATUE.

General Fitzhugh Lee made a reply
in Richmond yesterday toa request for
his opinion as to Virginia placing a
statue of Robert E. Lee in the national
Capitol.

He declared it would have heen wiser
not to have taken up the matterat this
time, but that as it had been done he
indorsed the action of the legislature in
standing steady under a hostile fire,

“The people of the North,” he said,
“spem to be divided into three classes—
the liberal, generous, broad-minded
men and wvomen, who know that the
war is long over; a large number who
are indifferent and do not care one way
